Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreennent was reached, or any other comments: Several issues raised on Pre-Appeal conference request filed on 
September 21 , 2006, Final rejection filed on August 4, 2006 and Advisory action filed on August 25. 2006 are 
discussed together. Exainer points out that process in parent Claim 1 indeed comprising three sequential steps 
including step of combining, step of permitting, and step of separating, while the use of step of agitating or step of 
masticating needs to be included inside step of permitting as a substep. A rewritting is clearly needed so as to solve 
the argument in Final and Advisory actions. 

In order to clarify how much is the degrree of crystallinity needed, the advantage or unexpected result as 

Applicants alleged on page of 4 of Remarks as "with such a crystalline form it allows the blend being able to be 
effectively broken up to produce a free flowing powder by agitation or mastication" is suggested to be included in the 
step of permitting in parent claim 1 . 

In the end of discussion, Examiner points out that a reconsideration on prior art and a new search are certainly 
needed to order to fully cover such a process.
